It Is New the Expectation That, W ith 


the Holding of Night Sessions, the 


Legislative

pleted and Congress Be Ready to A d ­ 


journ Before Sizzling Sum m er Days 


Make Life in W ashington a Burden. 


■Washington, May 16.—Unless diffi­ 
culties now unforeseen present them­ 
selves, senate and house leaders be­ 
lieve that congress will adjourn on or 
about July 1. 
With a view* to expedit­ 
ing business, it is the purpose soon tc 
hold night sessions. 
They are hoping 
that the mercury in the Washington 
thermometer will begin to climb with­ 
in a few days* 
With night sessions, 
hot weather and members desiring to 
get back with the home folks, no doubt 
is expressed that the lawmakers will 
be ready to quit certainly by July 1 
and possibly the last week in June. 
After the railroad bill has been passed 
by the senate that body will get down 
to the consideration of appropriation 
bills. 
A date will be fixed this week for a 
Republican house caucus on the postal 
savings bank bill. 
A compromise is 
about to be reached on this measure 
that it is expected will prove satisfac­ 
tory in the main to the great majority 
of house Republicans. 
Up to date not 
a single administration bill of the first 
importance has been passed by the 
two houses of congress. 
The house 
has passed two conservation bills, one 
authorizing the president to withdraw 
lands in his discretion and the other 
authorizing agricultural entries on the 
surface of lands bearing coal. 
The 
house also has passed the railroad bill. 
It has taken no action on the postal 
savings banks bill, which will, how­ 
ever, soon be reached. 
It has also put 
through the statehood bill. 
All of the administration measures 
that have not been passed have been 
sent to committees in the respective 
houses. 
The anti-injunction bill will 
follow7 the postal savings bank bill in 
the house. 
This bill appears to have 
few friends in either house, and if it 
is passed it will only be after constant 
urging of the president. This bill also 
may be considered at a caucus of the 
house Republicans. 
A conference of house and senate 
leaders will be held this wreek in an 
effort to fix up a comprehensive pro 
gram under which the various admin­ 
istration bills shall be hastened to con­ 
ference. 
As things now stand the ad­ 
ministration insists upon the passage 
of only five hills, namely, the railroad 
bill, the postal savings bank bill, thé 
anti-injunction measure, the withdraw 
al bill and the statehood bill. The be­ 
lief is general that compromises will 
come out of conferences on the rail­ 
road and postal savings bank, and the 
anti-injunction measure will pass sub­ 
stantially as it has been reported by 
the 
house 
committee on 
judiciary 
No effort will be madé to pass general 
conservation legislation at this time. 
The administration has lost hope of 
getting any enactment along this line 
aside from a bill authorizing the pres 
ident to withdraw for purposes of con­ 
servation water-power sites, coal, oil 
and forest land, embraced in the pub­ 
lic domain. 
The present political sit­ 
uation augurs ill for the statehood bill.

Mr. Aley is one of, if not the best 
man who has graced this State office 
in years. 
He is a hard worker, and 
it is quite certain that he will raise 
the standard of our school 
system 
and bring about many improvements 
in it. 
Mr. Aley is very much 
occupied 
just at the present time with com­ 
mencements all over the State, and 
himself and wife are endeavoring to 
be present at as many of them as pos 
sible to lend every encouragement in 
the work. 
In his recent address 
before the 
Sharpsville graduates, Mr. Aley takes 
very decided stand for the scholar 
>f today as compared with the schol- 
ir of ten, twenty and thirty years 
igo. 
He states that we possess not 
only as good, but much better spellers 
among our school pupils today than 
the much-heard-of old-time spellers. 
Ie has the proof of this in the late 
polling contests recently held over 
he State. 
He cites as an example 
the contest at Fort Wayne recently, 
which high school students with- 
tood a torrent of 
words 
for eight 
lours, a feat that has never before 
been equalled. And he also says that 
we have more of them, too. than they 
did of old. 
He asks the old-t imer to 
ook back and see if he can not re­ 
member that a s a rule there was 
about one good speller to the com­ 
munity, and in a contest with another 
•emmunity. if the two didn’t have the 
floor after a few minutes. 
He also cites that a list of examin­ 
ation questions for eighth grade pu­ 
pils were recently unearthed at a 
Springfield, Illinois, building 
which 
were used 
twenty-five 
and 
thirty 
years ago, and with them the respec­ 
tive grades of some of the pupils of 
that time who passed the examina­ 
tion. He says that Springfield was at 
that time one of the best schools in 
the entire country. 
As an experiment, these questions 
were given to rwir present day eighth 
grade pupils, and the result was that 
the grades ran from twelve and one- 
half to twenty-five per cent higher. 
This, Mr. Aley says, is quite sufficient 
to prove that we have better scholars 
today than ten and twenty years ago, 
which he says speaks well for our 
present school system.

Representative \Y. O. Barnard, of 
New Castle, has placed himself on 
record a s opposed to the time-honor­ 
ed mileag e plan which allows sena ­ 
tors and representatives 20 cents a 
mile to cover their traveling ex penses 
iu g oing to Washing ton and returning 
home. Mr. Barnard in a recent inter­ 
view on the question said: 
“ If an opportunity offers I will o f­ 
fer an amendment to substitute actual 
traveling ex penses for any arbitrary 
rate that may be fix ed. 
The present 
rate is outrag eosly hig h. It costs an 
Indiana cong ressman, 
for ex ample, 
less than $45, all told, to come to 
Washing ton and return home, but the 
law allows him about $28 0.” 
The mileag e g raft dates back to the 
day s of sta g e coaches, when tra v­ 
eling was much more ex pensive than 
it is now. 
It amounts in some ca ses 
to larg e sums. 
A Pacific coa st mem­ 
ber, for ex ample, receives about $600 
mileag e allowance annually . 
The Indiana cong ressmen are uni­ 
ted in fa vor of the abolishment of the 
mileag e g ra ft, and two of them, Rep­ 
resentatives Cox 
and
